McCabe, One of the Boodle Aldermen, Is 
Pronounced Insane. 

New Tonk, Nov. 5.—(Special.|—Tne trial 
of ex-Ald, Francis MoCabe to  ascer- 
tain the question of his sanity was begun this 
afternoon in the Court of General Sessions.. 
McCabe is one of the boodle Aldermen who 
accepted a bribe in connection with the Broad- 
way Railroad franchise. His counsel put ina 
plea of insanity when McCabe was arraigned 
for trial. In court today McCabe appeared to 
be very much worried. He was accompanied 
by his wife. Little time was occupied in ob- 
taining a jury, and McCabe’s counsel stated 
that his client was suffering from paresis, the 
result ot an injury to the head some 
time ag@® Dr. William A. Hammond, 
insanity expert, testified taat mis 
examinations of McCabe in Ludlow Street Jail 
on two occasions bad resulted in the discovery 
of several of the symptoms of insanity usually 
considered infallible, though he thought his 
malady was in the way of dementia and not 
liable to make the patient dangerous. Indeed, 
ne would soon become imbecile, and be 
thought he could be better cared for by his

President Chapin ie a graduate of Tale. and 
from 1838 to 1843 be was an instructor in ths 
Deaf and Dumb Inst tute of New York State. 
While there engaged he studied theol- 
ovy and received a diploma from the Union 
Theological Seminary of New York io 1842. In 
1844 he came West as missionary and located 
at Milwaukee, and in 1850 be was called to 
Belo t College as its first President, and bas 
filled that office continuously since, and enjoys 
the distinction of being the oldest college 


President in the United States. He is 
a man of marked characteristics, 
ie kind but firm, and higtiy honored 


by all who have had occasion to know him. 
Beloit College is the oldest college in Wiscon- 
sin, and its record is as bonorabie as its fame 
is general. The college stands among the first 
educational institutions of the country, and in 
its alumni are numbered mary prominent men. 
President James Strong of Caron College, 
Northfield, Minna., President-elect T. C. 
Chamberlin of the Wisconsin University, and 
Horace White of New York are among them. 
The college is often alluded to asthe Tale of 
the West, and of late is spoken of as the 
mother of college Presidents, baving furnished 
five beads of colleges. Beioit College was insti- 
tuted in 1840. After several meetings of per- 
sons interested in fouading an educationai in- 
stitution in the West, in this year it was de- 
cided to locate the college in Beloit. June 
24 the same year the formal ceremonies of lay- 
ing the corner-stone took place, and the financia! 
report given upon the occasion was to the 
effect that the resources secured for the en- 
terprise were ten acres of land and a small 
suiiding fund from the citizens of Beloit, and 
160 acres of land in Milwaukee County, and a 
dénation of $10.000 worth of land from the 
Hon. ITI. W. Williams of Connecticut for a pro- 
tessorship fund. New friends were soon en- 
listed in bebaif of the institution, and the en- 
dowments increased with the work. The in- 
stitution bas, however, been handicapped for 
the want of funds, and within the last few 
years bas been unfortunate in some of its in- 
vestments, which has been not 4 little dis- 
couraging. 

The thoroughness of the instruction bas 
never been permitted to deteriorate, and even 
at the personal sacrifice of some of the facul- 
ty bave the necessary instruction been given 
and the needed appliances provided. The first 
c asses of the school were neid in a room in a 
dweliing-house; now there are commodious 
and suitable buildings, including a fine ob- 
servatory. a gift, and an extensive laboratory. 
The first class graduated in 1881. and consisted 
of three men—Joseph Callie, now a D. D. 
of Delavan, Wis.. William C. Hooker, a 
lawyer of Carthage, III., and Stepben D. Peet, 
clerg) man of Clinton and editor of we Am vi- 
can Antiquarian. in the second class there 
was but one g aduate, tbe Rev. Philo S. Ben- 
nett. now of New London Wis. There were 
five members of the third class; year of 53. of 
which Jonas W. Bundy of the New York Muil 
and Express and Horace White of the New 
York Evening Fust were members. There have 
been g unt ing classes each year since, the 
largest c being in 1877, which num- 
bered twenty members. total num- 
ber of graduates is 334. The present 
senior lass numbers sixteen. The 
last year's class was one of marked intellii- 
gence and each of the graduates stepped into 
good-pay ing situations as soon as was desired 
after the close ot the college. President Chapin 
remains connected with the college as Treas- 
urer and Professor of Political Economy. The 
President-elect is the Rey. E. D. Eaton. He 
was born iu Lancaster, Wis., in 1851, graduated 
from Beloit Ccliege in 1872 and from Yale The- 
ological Seminary in 1875. He studied abroad 
and preached in Iowa until 1879, when be was 
called to Oak Park, LiL, where be bas since re- 
sided. Among the speukers was also Prof. 
Fisk ot the Chicago Theoivgical Seminary.

TROUBLES OF THE NEWLY-FORMED 
SOUTHWESTERN PASSENGER POOL. 


The Difficulties It Is Encountering in Main- 
taining Tariff! Rates— The Omaha De- 
mand of the Wabash—A California Fight 
—Restoration of Regular Tariff Rates 
by Central Traffic Association Roads— 
The Chesapeake & Ohio's Competition 
for Western Grain—New st. Louis Line. 


The newly-formed Southwestern passenger 
pool is airead, encountering serious obstacies 
in the way of mainta ning tariff rates. There 
was an in pression wen the pool was formed 
that but few cut-rate tickets were in the bands 
of scaipers that could be used for the purpose 
of cutting regular rates, ana these it was be- 
lieved could be easily redeemed. It transpired 
yesterday that the scalpers are still loaded up 
with coupon tickets, mostly of the Baltimore 
& Odio issue from Chicago to Kansas City. 
One prominent soaiper in this city, it is 
claimed, bas 800 of these tickets issued by the 
Baltimore & Unio during the summer and most 
o! them reading over the Chicago & Alton and 
Wabash. Ine tickets are unlimited and can 
therefore be heid any length of time. They 
are. being sold by the sca!pers at a out of $1 from 
regular rates. and they say if the raiirosas lower 
their rate they will continue to keep $1 below 
them. Although the railroads stand ready to 
redeem those cut-rate tckets at full tariff 
rates, the scalpers reiuse to seil them, prefer- 
ring to keep them jn the market ut lower 
rates, boping thereby to be able to break up 
‘or at least to seriously embarrass the pools: 
To guard againet their being bought up singip 
by ugents of the re lroads the scalpers use the 
greatest precautions and re!use to sell them to 
anybody who they do not think is a bona fide 
passenger. The tickets of the Pittsburg & 
Western and the Columbus & Rocking Valier 
issues, which have been freely marketed nere- 
tofore, Kh is ciaimed, have been mostly dis- 
posed of; but there seems to be no end to the 
tickets of the Baltimore & Obio issue. and it is 
sus bected that the \tter company is supplying 
the scalpers with new tickets, dated back, 
whenever wanted. 

New complications heve also arisen which 
threaten to prevent the formation of a passen- 
ger pool between Chicago and Councii Biuffs 
and Omaba. It is learned that the Wa- 
bash demands that the reentages for 
this poo! be fixed on the — 2 — us t bose 
for toe Southwestern pool. In the tormation 
of the latter pool the concession was made to 
the Wabash that it might select either of the 
years 1883, 1884. or 1885, or tbe period from 
July 1, 1885, to July 1, 1886, upon the but iness 
of which to base iis percentage, while the per- 
centage oi the other roads are to be based upon 
the average of the business cone curing the 
above named three years. The lines in the 
Western pool will not consent to meke the 
sume concession to the Wabash on Council 
BRiuffa and Omabe busivess, because it would 
select a year previous to „ien n dropped 
most of its Council Biuffs branches, and would 
therefore secure as large a share of the ousi- 
ness as beiore the dismemberment of its Coun- 
on Bioffs lines. The teading tines in both tho 
Southwestern and Western Associations bave 
become greatly discouraged durm the last 
few days, ana they are getting of the opinion 
that notbing but a decisive war cag settle tne 
existing compl:cations. 

A new fight has aiso broken out on Call- 
forma passenger traffic between the Union 
Pac fic and the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé, 
which threatens to bring on another serious 
demoralizetion in rates. An nereement was 
made between the above named roads some 
time awo to run reguier excursions to Cal 
fornia, charging $60 for the round trip from 
the M’savuri Kiver for parties of not less than 
fifty. This agreemeut it is claimed bas been 
violated, amd the reduced rate was granted 
to smailer parties. Now the Union Pacific 
steps in and announces that Nov. 10 it will 
run an excursion for which it will sell single 
tickets for $60, with stop-over privileges, and 
good to return for six montha by: say regular 
train. This action it is believed will result in 
a general reducuon of round trip rates between 
the Missouri River and tne Pacifit coast to $60, 
and it may lead to a corresponding reduction 
in singie-trip tickets. 


Restoration of East-Bound Passenger 
Rates. 

The roads in the Central Traffic Assoc'ation 
restored east-bound passenger rates to regular 
tariff! yesterday from Chicago, Cincinnati, 
Indianapolis, Louisy lle, and St. Louis, in ac- 
cordance with the resolution passed at the 
meeting in Cincinnati ast Wednoesaay. The 
agreement will cover for the present all forms 
of transportation that may be purchased on or 
after Nov. 4. 1886, that may read from the 
above-named points to any point east thereof; 
and from Louisville to any point east of Cin- 
cinnati. The representatives of ail ines, 
members of the Central Traffic Association, 
are authorized to purchase, for the purpose of 
testing fares, tickets or other tormsof trans- 
portation reading east-bound over association 
lines trom Chicago, St. Louis, Cincianati, In- 
Gianapolis, and Lwuuisvilie. Such tickets, 
when purebnsed, should be forwarded 
to the Assistant Commissioner as 
promptiy as possible for redem ption, 
and should in every case be accompunied by a 
certificate signed by che Genegal Passenger or 
Ticket Agent (or his authorized representu- 
tive) of the line making the purchase in the 
tollowine form: 

I bereby certify that the tickets or other 
forms of transportation attached bereto were 
purchased for the purpose of testing fares. 
and were not exchanged for tickets over any 
line member of this association. 

Representatives of roads are directed not to 
purchase tickets or passes that bave expired. 


The Chesapeake & Ohio Competition. 

Advices received bere yesterday announce 
that the Cuesapeake & Obio Railroad Company 
bas just perfected arrangements for the run- 
ning of a regular line of steamships between 
Newport News, Va., and Liverpool, saiifng 
semi-monthly. The first steamer is due at 
Newport News Dec. 1. This, iu addition to the 
fact that the Chesapeake & Ohio bas 


largely added to its equipment lately, indicates 
that it means to compete more actively than 


ever before for the gra n business of the West. 


No steamsbiv company would enter into an 
arrangement to run regular steamers sem 
monthiy from Newport News uniess it was 
guaranteed a certain amount of business by 
the railroad company which bas to suppi it 
with cargoes. As the Chesapeake & Ohio will 
have to supply a full cargo every two weeks 
for this new line of steamers it will De com- 
pelled to make such freight rates as will force 
business over its line, and consequently there 
is but little prospect that the Eastern trunk 
lines will de abie to muintain uvreasonabiy 
bigh rates after the close of lake navigation. 
Tbe trunk lines will not only bave to meet the 
competition of the Chesapeake & Ono but 
also that of Gould's Mississippi River barge 
lines to New Orleans. 


A New Competitor for St. Louis Traffic. 

It is announced that the Chicago & St. Louis 
Ratiroad (Hinckley’s road) will de opened tor 
through freigbt and passenger traffic between 
Chicago and St. Louis Dec. 1 next. This line 
runs from Chicago along the west bank of the 
Iilinois & Michigan Canal to Joliet; thence 
over the old Chicago, Pekin & Southwestern 
Rail:oad to Pekin; thence over a newine to 
Springfield; {rom this point it runs over Wing’s 
new Lirebfieid road to a connection with the 
Indianapolis & St. Louis. which latter line is 
used us its St. Lous outlet. The new line, it 
is claimed, is as short as any of the existing 
roads, and will be well prepared to offer active 
competition between Chicago and St. Louis. 
Its Chicago depot is with the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral at the corner ot Polk street and Fifth 
avenue. Therecan be but littie doubt that 
the new line well cause considerable trouble to 
the existing roads and seriously interfere witn 
the maintenance of the uew Southwestern pas- 
senger pooi (which includes the business be- 
tween Chicago & St. Louis), as it was not 
taken into cobsideration when the bool was 
formed, and there is no chance that it can be 
induced to join the pool. It is also probable 
that it will give serious trouble to the St. Louis 
aad Springfield freight poois.

Mis- 
sissippi is once more open to congratulation 
upon the success of her methods, and the 
Democratic party will rejoice that its dele- 
gation will be solid in the Fiftieth Congress 
by virtue of stolen seats and murderous 
menaces, It was a great victory in Missis- 
sippl ! 


A VOTE OF CONFIDENCE. 
Illinois has the honorable distinction of 


having had a Republican Governor ever 
since the party was organized, excepting, of 
course, the brief time after its birjh and prior 
to a State election. In 1856 it wheeled into 
line, electing Gov. Bissell. Since then it 
has occasionally gone .anti-Republican, but 
only at off-year elections. Even Vermont 
cannot show so good a record as this. Two 
years ago the State ticket was elected by a 
good round majority, but the Legislature on 
joint ballot was a tie, and so far as con- 
cerned the legislators elected then it was 
Democratic. There may possibly be a change 


‘or two by the official count, but it is certain 


that the new Senate and House will each be 
Republican, notwithstanding the election of 
one Labor Senator and six Labor and one Pro- 
hibition Representative. The grand. State 
which for thirty years has had a Republican 
Governor proclaims to the country that after 
a generation of trial it has unshaken and in- 
creased confidence in the party born of devo- 
tion to liberty and the Union. 

This result is not due to either the pos- 
session or the expectation of patronage. 
Now, as originally, the “‘ post-officés”’ are in 
the hands of the Democracy. Nor was it 
achieved by appeals to the partisan senti- 
ment of the Republican voters of the State. 
Never was a State campaign condacted more 
quietly. No great orators were invoked to 
discuss party issues and urge the people to 
stand by their guns, and all that sort of 
thing. It was a neighborhood canvass. In 
all the counties and the several districts, 
Congressional and Senatorial, the local can- 
didates were left as never before to conduct 
their own campaigns, and reliance was had 
upon the intelligence, good sense, and pub- 
lic spirit of the people themselves. Nor has 
this General Assembly before it the election 
of a United States Senator. It is true that 
the Senators elected Tuesday will take part 
in the choice of @ successor.to Senator Cul- 
lom, but a pressure so remote was not much 
felt. Again, no prescience can forecast a 
single strictly party measure. As a matter 
of course, legislative questions will arise on 
which party lines will be drawn, “or, 
rather, will draw themselves by natural 
affinity; but no definit party issue casts its 
shadow before. 

What was it, one may ask, which, in the 
absence of these causes, operated to secure 
the splendid victory of Tuesday? It may 
all be summed up in two words—Kepublican 
confidence. The citizens of IIIinois know 
the Republican party and feel that their pub- 
lic interests are safe in its hands. The occa- 
sional and partial experiments tried during 
the last thirty years have conspired with the 
regular course of political events to deepen, 
strengthen, and enliven this conviction. This 
is a case in which the rule and the excep- 
tions tend to the same logical sequence. And 
the people know that the next legislative 
session is bound to de an important one in 
its bearing upon the general interests. It 
takes about three millions of dollars a year 
to run this State Government; and, as the 
General Assembly meets biennially, this in- 
volves an appropriation of six millions. To 
pass in advance upon bills to that amount is 
no small matter for even so great a State as 


Illinois. But besides that constant quantity 


there is the prospect of revenue legislation. 
Our present system of taxation is confessed- 
ly bad—could hardly be worse—and a good 
start has been made in getting ready fora 
genuine reform. The work of the Revenue 
Commission has furnished a basis of action, 
The plan or plans proposed may bear little 
resemblance to the law actually adopted, 
but it has certainly plowed over the ground 
to good purpose. The people have said by 
their ballots, If a new tax law is to be 
passed give us a Republican Legislature to 
do it, for that is the party in which we have 
confidence. 


THE DEMOCRATS STILL RESPONSIBLE. 

Speaking immediately after the election, 
when the Democratic majority in the House 
was supposed to be wiped out, the New 
York World made the following attempt to 
draw an appropriate moral from the disaster 
to its party: 

No doubt the disposition of Federal offices and 
quarrels and ppointments over the offices 
have contributed to the defeat of several Demo- 
cratic members. But the real reason for the 
losses, in a 1 * — — —4 deeper than 
this. There ay A the fact that the 
country has 8 oleae appointed at the 
comparative failure of the last and the present 
Congresses to do what was — ot them. The 
taxes have not been redu Needed reforms 
have not been advanced. Long-delayed legisla- 
tion required for the welfare of the country has 
perished on the files. The people hoped for bet- 
ter when a Democratic A inistration re- 
inforced a Democratic House. t instead of 
this, the paralysis and the inaction have contin- 

ued. But as there are compensations for all 
losses, if it shallturn out that the Democrats 
have lost control of the House they will at least 
be in better condition for the next Presidential 
canvass through being relieved of the responsi- 
bility of legislation. 


Later returns show that the Democrats 
still have a majority in House and must 
continue to bear their Durden of responsibil- 
ity and incapacity, The majority is not 
large, but still sufficient to fix the responsi- 
bility. It is as great as the Kepublicans had 
in the Lower House six years ago, when they 
materially reformed the tariff, corrected in- 
equalities and crudities, and lopped off from 
$30,000,000 to $40,000,000 of useless taxes 
and reduced internal taxation nearly as 
much, amended the civil-service laws, and 
perfected other important legislation. Now 
that the Democrats have a working majority 
left, after dawdling away the long session 
and provoking a severe rebuke from their 
own party, what do they propose to do? 
Will the ‘“ paralysis and inaction still con- 
tinue? Will “needed reforms” still be 
“jong delayed” or “ perisb on the files” ? 


The Democratic leaders must understand 
that they have been shaken over the pit and 

will be dropped in next time unless they 
succeed in redeeming some of their promises 
and pledges. 

In the large cities thousands of Democratic 
workmen have turned to rend the party 
which promised to divide the surplus money 
in the Treasury among them as Won as it 
was installed in power. In the country the 
farmers, who were promised reduced taxes 
and the release of the Treasury surplus, have 
dealt summarily with the good-for-nothing 
revenue-reformers who exhausted their elo- 
quence two years ago making false pledges 
in the name of the Democratic party. Mor- 
rison, Worthington, and Neece went down in 
illinois; Hurd, Hill, and Warner in Ohio; 
and Carlisle, Holman, and Springer have ap- 
parently barely escaped; while Lowry and 
Lamb were savagely cut to pleces in the 
Hoosier State. Instances like these in dis- 
tant portions of the country show clearly 
enough that the leaders of the Democratic 
House wete deliberately picked out for 
slaughter by the angered and disgusted mem- 
bers of their own party. It was specially 
fitting that Democratic wrath should fall 
heaviest on the Speaker of the House, the 
Chairmen of important committees, and the 
leaders most identified with the Administra- 
tion, thus voicing the rage and disgust of the 
party in the most significant manner. 

The ‘Solid South” alone has saved the 
Democratic party control of the Lower 
House. Disaffection appeared in the border 
States, and it is no doubt true that the 
Southern Bourbons shared the disgust of 
their Northern associates; but they were not 
free to express it and all tendencies toward 
insubordination were quickly stamped out by 
the arrogant leaders. Southern Bourbons, 
sickened and disgusted with a President who 
blows hot and cold, vetoes too much and not 
enough, preaches one doctrine and practices 
another, cuts off too many heads and too 
few; free-trade Bourbons, enraged by the 
refusal of a Democratic House to consider 
the propriety of redeeming campaign pledges 
in regard to revenue reform—all such. re- 
calcitrants in at least twelve States were 
compelled to cast votes of confidence against 
which even Northern Democrats revolted. 
Stamping out a fair ballot and rigorously 
suppressing internal discord the Southern 
leaders saved a Democratic majority in the 
Lower House, and thus the responsibility 
for the acts of a spoils-grabbing, incapable, 
wrangling, pig-headed mob of Congressional 
Bourbons remains fixed on the Democratic 
party. There are compensations in the votes 
cast by the Solid South” when that section 
keeps the Democratic party loaded with the 
responsibility for its marvelous blunders and 


incapacity. 


GEORGEISM IN NEW YORK POLITICS. 

There are two forces which always exert 
more or less influence in politics—namely: 
sentiment and ignorance. When acting in 
combination they sometimes produce extraor- 
dinary results. An illustration of this may 
be found in the Mayoralty election in New 
York City, which has exhibited the most 
remarkable of sentimental cases, allied with 
crass ignorance, ever known in American 
politics. The spectacle of 67,000 apparently 
intelligent men, drawn out of their secret, 
oath-bound labor lodges and going to the 
polis with blind devotion, as a matter purely 
of sentiment, to vote for Henry George, may 
well challenge comparison. 

Henry George has written a book, in which 
he poses as a worker, sorrowing and lament- 
ing over the condition of the poor and the 
laborer. Through five or six hundred pages 
he bemoans their wrongs. Every leaf is 
bedewed with his tears. In these same 
pages he most bitterly assaults the employer, 
the capitalist, and the owner of property, 
and misrepresents them in a shocking 
manner. He stigmatizes them as tyrants, 
and taskmasters, and robbers. He charac- 
terizes their alleged victims as serfs and 
slaves and weeps over their alleged abject 
agndition. The workingmen have not read 
this book, or, if they have, their action shows 
that they have not understood it. They have 
blindly jumped to the conclusion that George- 
ism is not only the panacea for all their 
troubles, but that if it could be put into 
practice they would not have to work any 
more, but would have elegant homes, gay 
equipages, and fine clothes, and live in idle- 
ness when he became Mayor of New York. 

And yet what is this manna for which 
they are looking? What is the specific for 
poverty which Henry George prescribes ? It 
consists of two remedies, and it is hardly 
necessary to do more than state them to 
show that instead of cures they would prove 
to be curses to every workingman in the 
country. One is the confiscation of land. 
He would remove the ownership of realty 
out from under every freeholder by the 
rent process. He would tax. the poor 
man’s twenty-five-foot lot the same as the 
lot of his rich neighbor, with its costly build- 
ing and elegant furniture. He would tax 
alike the lots, not the buildings, of the work- 
ingman and the millionaire, until the labor- 
ing man’s land would be confiscated by this 
devouring rent scheme of his and confis- 
cated by the State. Under George's land- 
confiscation folly it would only be a question 
of time how soon the workingman now own- 
ing his home would be a houseless tramp. 
This part of his program would leave the 
artisan in the condition of the serf. Yet 
67,000 voters sypported its author for Mayor 
of New York. 

The second dose of medicine for poor men is 
free trade. He does not contemplate tariff re- 
form, or modification, or reduction, or the ad- 
mission of free raw material, but the total 
abolition of all tariff duties and the wiping out 
of all custom-houses and the opening of the 
gates for free admission of foreign products. 
He would invite the foreign manufacturers 
with their half-paid laborers to compete 
unrestricted with ours for the supply of the 
American market. He would place American 
workingmen on the same basis of hours and 
wages that is the standard in European 
countries. He would force them to accept 
the Europea scale of hours and wages or 
starve. Instead of ten or twelve hours’ pay 
for eight hours’ work, it would be eight bours’ 
pay for twelve hours“ work, and even much 
less. And yet 67,000 madmen rushed to the 
New York polls houting for Georgeism and 
voted for the advocate of this cut-throat, 
starvation scheme! Was there ever such folly 
and fatuity? 

These are the remedies which George has 
actually invented to cure poverty and which 
he has washed down the throats of working- 
men, bedewed and besalted with his croco- 
dile tears. Ignorant of their real nature, he 
has made them believe that all their wrongs 
will be cured by free trade and confiscation 
of land by rent. If it were possible for 
George to have been elected and to have car- 
ried out his two measures of free trade and 
land confiscation, the very workingmen who 
elected him would have been the first to dis- 
cover that he was their deadliest enemy, and 
would have turned upon him and rended 
him from top to toein their wild indignation. 
And yet out of pure sentimental gushing and 
devotion to this weeping. howling Jeremiah,

Havrye no Legislature to elect this year, 
the Iowa Republicans escaped the full force 
of the Prohibition disaffection and increased 
their majority about 5,000 or 6,000 over 1885.

The 
question must have been ill considered or else 
the result is attributable to local complica- 
tions. Certainly on a full and clear under- 
standing no Iowa district would declare for 
the Reagan bill, a measure: opposed at every 
point to the interests of that State. It re- 
mains tobe seen whether Anderson, who has 
been a Republican heretofore, but who was 
elected by Democrats and bolting Republic- 
ans, will follow Weaver into the Democratic 
camp.

THe new Election law has been adopted 
by overwhelming majorities in the Towns of 
Cicero, Jefferson, Lak’ View, and Hyde Park.

TIRNOVA, Nov. 4.—At a private sitting of the 
Deputies today nt was resolved to maintain 
the strongest opposition to concessions to the 
Russian party. 

The meeting of the Deputies was called to 
hear the Government's explanation of its ne- 
gotiations with Zankoff. M. Stambuloff made 
a Statement which elicitea a violent protest, 
all sections, even the Zankoflites, repudiating 
the conditions imposed by Zankoff. 

One of the Bulgarian conspirators against 
Prince Alexander, who escaped to Russia, bas 
returned here. He says that the Czar received 
him and openiy declared his intention to put 
an end to English intrigues in Bulgaria. 

Vienna, Nov. 4.—In thé Austrian and Hun- 
garian delegations today Prime Minister von 
Tisza and HerrSmolka declared that the in- 
terests of Eastern Europe should be aefended 
with the sword. 

Pests, Nov. 4.—In the Austrian delegation 
today President Smolka said that in view of 
the fact that it was found necessary to ask in- 
creased credits for the army it seemed likely 
that the House would be required to decide a 
weighty matter. The Emperor had thus far 
succeeded in maintaming peace, but 
whether it would be possible to do 
s0 in the immediate future was a 
question which caused serious disquietude. 
Faithful to old traditions, the delegation would 
leave nothing undone to make clearly under- 
stood the fact that the nation is firmiy re- 
solved to maintain the status of the Empire in 
the councils of the Great Powers and to de- 
tend it it necessary even with an ultima ratio. 

Count Kalnoky gave notice that the Em- 
peror would receive the members of the del- 
egation Saturday next. 

In the Hungarian delegation Prime Minister 
Tisza said the members had a double duty to 
perform. First, they must endeavor to obtain 
a clear idea of the country’s foreign relations, 
whether the policy of the Government was a 
policy befitting the monarchy and whether 
everything was bemg done to make 
its policy felt; second, they must 
make sure that the national 
forces were equal to those of other Powers not 
only in patriotism and devotion but in strength 
and equipment. The people of the monarchy, 
especially Hungarian citizens in the East, 
must not be abandoned, even to avoid an 
armed collision. In conclusion he expressed 
the hope that the Government would succeed 
iu guarding the interests o e monarchy and 
maintaining peace. 


IN GREAT BRITAIN, 


The Political Outlook. 

Lonpon, Nov. 4.—[Oopyright, 1886, by James 
Gordon Bennett. I— The Conservative party is 
greatly satisfied with the result of the confer- 
ence of the Liberal Federation at Leeds yester- 
day. There had been active rumors just 
previous to the assembling of the con*erence, 
based on the meeting of tae Liberal leaders at 
Hawarden, that Mr. Gladstone would issue a 
manifesto yesterday, to be presented at Leeds, 
announom bis final retirement from the lead- 
ership of the party. This would have virtu- 
ally taken from the Gladstonites their strong 
rallying point, the support of the Gradstone 
Home-Rule bill intact, and would have result- 
ed in concessions to the Unionist-Liberals and 
efforts to win them back to the vast mejority 
of the party. ‘The conference dispelled all 
such rumors, much to the satisfaction of the 
Tories, who are now more certain than ever 
to retain the support of the Hartington-Cham- 
berlain party. 

John Bright writes to the papers refusmg to 
accept the principle of political clubs and as- 
sociations that wherever the leader of a party 
goes the whoie party is bound to follow. He sass: 

We (the Liberals) have not yet had an infal- 
lible leader, and until he appears I must pre- 
serve my liberty of judgment. The Liberal party 
will not be destroyed. it will be instructed and 
become more competent for future work. The 
reunion of the party will not come until a change 
comes which I may hope for, but at present dis- 
cover no signs of it. mootn platform talk will 
not bridge the chasm in our ranks. 

At the beginnmg of the coming session of 
Parliament che Government will be ready to 
submit three bills. The first, which has been 
prepared by Mr. Long, Secretary of the Local 
Government Board, will deal with the allot- 
ments: the second is in charge of Mr. Ritchie, 
and will deal with the extension of local gov- 
ernment; thatbird, bearing on the payment 
of tithes, will probably be introduced in the 
House of Lords by Premier Salisbury.

GERMANY AND AUSTRIA. 
Interesting Miscellany Concerning the Two 
Empires. 


BxRLITx, Nov. 4.—Under-Secretary Jacobi has 
been appointed Secretary of State for the Im- 
perial Treasury. 

Completed statistics show that the year's in- 
crease in the value of German exports to 
America is $17,000,000, including $4,000,000 
worth of sugar. Compared with the exports 
in 1876 the increase amounts to $50,000,000. 
The total exports for the year are placed at 
3,000, 000,000 marks, of which 10 per cent went 
to Ameriea. 

The Frankfort Zettung announces that Prince 
Bisma despite the objections of the Berlin 
City neil, intends to promise German sup- 
port to the Paris Exposition, regarding it as a 
guarantee of peace, 

At a conference of National Liberals today 
it was resolved to nominate a candidate for 
the Reichstag in the First Berlin Biectorai 
District, made vacant by the death of Loewe, 

One thousand students of the Halle Univer- 
sity today held a meeting to express sympathy. 
with German-speaking students in Austria- 
Hungary. A number of professors attended 
the meeting. All the speakers were students. 
They denounced the organized efforts to crush 
tne Germen element, especially in Bobemia, 
It was agreed to organize a movement in the 
German universities to oppose the persecution 
of German students at Prague and other cit- 
ies, and a committee was appointed to prepare 
a memorial to the Government to authorize 
Germans studying at Austrian universities to 
pursue courses of study that will qualify them 
for a degree in Germany. Other universites 
are ready to support the memorial. 

Prince Bismarck will not return to Berlin 
until the middie of December. His wife is 
aliing. 

The oldest citizen in Germany, Marcus Jor- 
dan, a resident of Bielefeld, celebrated Tues- 
day the 107th anniversary of his birth. His 
heaith is good and mind clear. 

Advices bave been received from Constant?- 
nople that Prof. Wetrim of the Pharmaceutic 
Academy there, who was recently appointed 
by the Sultan, bas disappeared.

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THE STOCK-YARDS STRIKERS REALIZE 
THEIR FOOLISHNESS, 


They Find the Packing-House Proprietors 
Can Get Along Withont Them and that 
Many May Remain Out of Work Per- 
manetiy—Strong Probability that the 
Strike Will Be Ended Today—Decreased 

- Wages to Be the Rule in the Houses 

Hereafter. 

It is generally believed in the Town of Lake 
that the strike of the beef-butchers at the 
Stock- Yards was a foolish thing and a great 
mistake. The eight-hour system was a failure. 
They were offered an advance of 50 cents per 
day if they worked ten bours, but now, even 
if they sbould return, it is doubtful if they 
could get that advance. It is only a question 
of a few days before their places will be ülled 
by experienced bands from New York, New Jer- 
sey, Massachusetts, and other Eastern States. 
The beef-houses run by Swift ana Morris give 
employment to some 6,000 men when run- 
ning fully. Both are buildmg new houses 
with a view to extending the business. Dur- 
ing the last two days the firms have shipped 
large quantities of live cattle East to be 
slaughtered. The local trade does not amount 
to anything, and 200 or 300 men can do the 
work of either firm for tho Chicago market. 

The strikers’ committee, contrary to the 
rules of the Knights ot Labor, has- not ap- 
proached any of the employers vet. 
and from what the latter say it would 
seem that they do not care to see 
any committee. They have advertised 
for men and are receiving plenty of answers. 
Armour’s men and the other men are well 
satisfied, and it is believed they will not go out 
if the str kere call them. Yesterday was pay- 
day at Swift and Morris’. At the former 
nearly all the men were paid off in the fore- 
noon and quietly dispersed. At Morris’ a 
large crowd gatnered at 1 o’clock and assaulted 
adeafand dumb man. David Levy, nephew 
of Nels Morris, who was brutally assaulted 
Wednesday night, is dangerousiy sick at his 
bome. 

Swift had about 250 men at work yesterday 
and Morris 200. On Swift's house notices 
were conspicuously posted offering laborers 
20 cents per bour, skilled butchers 20 to 45 
cents per bour, and beef-loaders 28 cents per 
hour. Yesterday fifteen car-loads of live cat- 
tle were sent to Boston, two to Albany, two to 
Springfield, two to Troy, fourto Newark, and 
fifteen to Providence. Telegrams were re- 
ceived from Newburg, New York, Washington, 
Piainfield, New Brunswick and Paterson, N. 
J., and other Eastern points, stating their 
readiness to kill cattie. Men were applying 
tor work at the houses, and it is expected 
twice the number will be at work today as was 
employea yesterday. Over a dozen cars 


‘of dressed beef were loaded yesterday morn- 


me. A large gang of butehers is now 
en route from Boston, Buffalo, and different 
points in New England. Ali the men who do 
not live near the yards, or who do not care to 
go out, are taken care of at the houses. 

A representative: of Swift & Co. and Mr. 
Neis Morris said no call bad yet been issued 
tor speciai or Pinkerton polhee. The Town of 
Lake police had done well sofar. Mr. Morris 
said: “I am gomg to doa good part oft my 
business, as 1 used to—-shipping live cattie 
East. Kansas City and Omaha are getting a 
good deal of benefit out of this strike and the 
business here has become very uncertain.“ 

Tne Stock-Yards employés beld meetings 
last night at which an order from Master- 
Workman Butler was read to the effect that 
Armour's beef men are to join the ranks of 
the strikers this morning. His order, he says, 
must be obeyed or the assembly will de dis- 


. Girded, but it is most probable that they will 


not come out. A little scheme leaked out last 
night that Armour's men will refuse to go out 
and .Bwift and Morris’ men will de imme- 
diately ordered back, the appeal to Armour's 
men, it is said, serving as an exouse for the 
return of the strikers. The reporter’s in- 
formant said he hoped the Armour men would 
not come out, as be was tired of the way things 
are going on. Swift and Morris made an 
arreement with their men tha Wednesday be- 
fore the strike, but it was not signed, and be- 
fore the culmination of the agreement took 
place the men struck. Ine agreement was in 
regard to the 50 cents advance in wages. The 
beef butchers were getting $24 per week and 
they were otfered $27 to work ten hours. They 
struck, and Mr. Swift now deciares that he 
will have no more steady time, but will work 
bis men by the hour at45 cents per hour. A 
large number of the men, if they return, will 
not make nearly as much as they received 
while they worked but eight hours. 

The coopers at Swift's went back yesterday 
at * cents an hour.

BARB-WIRE FENCING ADVANCED, 


The Reason for This Was the Rise of Raw 
. Material, 

In a talk yesterday with Mr. R. J. Marsb, 
President of the Barb-Wire Manufacturers’ 
Association of the United States, he said ail 
manutacturers of barb-wire fence were now 
members of the association, the last two hav- 
ing justcome in, and that the organization 
was now compiete. With reference to the 
future of the business, he said tbe prospects 
were exceedingly bright; that a better feeling 
prevailed, and that all the ind:cauone pointed 
to a largely increased demand for the product. 
The trade for the coming spring, he thought, 
would be at least 15 per cent in excess of any 
previous year, basing bis cstimate on the 
growing scarcity of lumber and . the 
increasing popularity of tho fence, 
to say nothine of its small cost. 
The readiness with which ft could be trans 
ported and its great adaptability for the prai- 
ries Of the Great West, be said, were its spe- 
cial teatures. Then it did not blow down, and 
it never banked up with snow. It was becom- 
ing Very popular wih the railroads, and last 
year 22.000 tons were purchased by them for 
fencing purposes, This year their orders were 
beav er than for a long time past.

“Weil. the duty amounts to $9 per ton, the 
result of a flaw in the tariff. The tariff reads 
that the duty shall be $13.60 per ton on No. 5 
rods and $9 per tou on all other uuclas‘fied 
sizes. The foreign manufacturers ure sharp 
enough to make the rodsone size smaller and 
thus save the difference, which amounts to 
$4.60 per ton.” 


THE REFORMATION OF EX-CONVICTS. 


Praiseworthy Results of the Centre Ave- 
nue “Home for Industry.“ 

A little over a year ago the Home for In- 
austry.“ a retuge for discharged prisoners, was 
started in a little cottage at No. 366 Jackson 
street. Since that time the work has been 
carried on earnestiy but so unostentatiously 
that few bave beard of the institution. Michael 
Dunn, the founder, is a man well known io 
this branch of char table endeavor. After 
spending thirty-five years in different prisons 


of the world and mixing with criminals of all 


sorts be determined to reform. The difficul- 
ties that lay in his own way suggested the ns- 
cessity of some means of aiding released pris- 


ouers. In 1879 be started a dome in New 
York, where this class could find refuge 
and wok until they were able to 
find a foothoid in the world. They were set to 
making brooms, brushes, and furniture, and 
when, a few years ago, Dunn left the institu- 
tion it was already self-supporting. Through 
bis endeavors a similiar initution bas been 
started In San Francisco, and the one bere is 
DoW an assured success. 

The difficuities tnat shut out an ex-convict 
from gonest independence are so great that 
few have the courage to face them. No rea 
thie:,.”’ said Mr. Duan, Wil beg and be won't 
starve. If be can't get work be'll steal. This 
is a religious movement to some extent. We 
bave the support of Christian people, and 
meetings are held here about twice a week, 
but the chief object is to teach industry. We 
want men to learn that they bave 
got to work for their daily bread, 
and that it is better to be bonest, 
and they do—many of them. The first ques- 
tion I ask a man is, Have you beeu in prison?’ 
If be bas, be is received without hesitation, 
given something to eat, and put to work. Many 
of them stay four or five months., until they 
are masters of a trade and 1 bave been abie to 
secure them work in some of the shops or fac- 
tories. Others, ot course, lose heart and drift 
back into the old lite. There was one man 
who bad served four terms in Joliet and wheu 
be was relieved last spring the keepers iaid 
dots thar be would be back in two moatbs. 
Now be is employed by the Woman's Cbristian 
Temperance Union and handles larve sums ot 
money every day. He bus a home and friends 
and is one of tne staunchest supporters of the 
*bhome,’ ” 

The “home” occuples a double wooden 
house at No. 111 Centre avenue. At present 
there are eleven inmates, but the epproaching 
winter will probably largely increase the 
number. The firat floor conta us a reading- 
room, the dining-rooms, kitchen, etc. Above 
Stairs there are sieeping rooms with neat 
bunks, capable of accomodating thirty men. 
The entire house is neatly although rather 
barreoly furnished. Scriptural mottoes adorn 
the wails, and a touch of homelikeness is given 
by tne few flowers scattered about. 
Gay the meu are at 
work in the sbops in the rear of the 
house, making b ooms end brushes, Adequate 
machinery bas been secured and a iarge quan- 
tity of the wares is turned out every 
day. In the broom shopsseven men were at 
work under the supervision of a trained 
mechanic. They were all voung men, under 
20, and were sturdy-looking, cieanly feliows. 
They worked on in silence, industrious but 
rather gloomy. The effect of a visitor seemed 
somewhat depressing. Among themselves the 
men are said to be jovial enough, but they 
bate to pose as examples either of crime or 
industry. In the smalier sbops above-stairs 
few men were al work turning oul brushes of 
ail sorts. The wares are said to finda ready 
sale, and with g eater facilities de home” 
would be self-supporting as its prototype io 
New York. Each man has bis board and odg- 
ing, and in addition 1s paid in proportion to 
the work done. The pay, of ‘course, is 
small, but an industrious man can eas ly 
make from $3 to $4 a week. This, with the 
knowledge of a trade, in asho:rt time gives 
them an opportunity to make a fresb start in 
life im some place where their past is un- 
known. The rules of the bome are few 
but strictly enforced, * Work beging at 6:30 a. 
m. and continues to supper-ttime. At 10 
o'clock the doors are locked and liate-comers 
are not adm:tted. The men are allowed the 
luxury of a pipe, but the rules against swear- 
ing are excessively severe. The bome has 
received the support of many well-known 
philanthropic citizens, but at present is in 
need of many things. 

“ What we need most of all.“ said Mr. Dunn, 
“is clo.bing. The men come to us usually ia 
such a half-c othed or unclean condition that 
they have to de dressed from top to toe before 
we can put them in the shops. There is only 
one overcoat in the home, and the driver who 
delivers he Foods is wearing that now. Ever 
so many people must have cast-off clothing 
that could be turned to good account bere. 
The men are all bandy with needies—it is a 
trick one learus in prison.“ 

A committee of gentiemen, under the cbair- 
mansbip of Mr. W. 8. Potwin, bas just been 
formed to direct the affai-s of the bome. 
Mr. Dunn feels that the men will appreciate 
the home beter if it is thoroughiy cicar 
that it is not run to make money but to en- 
courage those who are willing to lead honest 
lives. To the present small beginning it is 
proposes to add other shaps, tor the making of 
furniture of one sort and another. If this 
were successfully established the men could 
be paid better wages and there would be no 
necessity of turning any away. During this 
month alone fifty-nine convicts will be freed 
from Joliet, and the only institution to offer 
them a belping band is the littie nome on 
Centre avenue. 


RESULT OF NEELD’S RASCALITY. 


A More Perfect System of Registered Ware- 
house Receipts of Provisions. 

The new system of registered warehouse 
receipts adopted by the directory of the Board 
of Trade Wedoesday will be put into opera- 
tion as soon as the details can be arranuved—

new system is exceedingly simple. When the 
Aay's trading is over the Registrar makes oui 
lists of the property in every warehouse for 
which registered warehouse receipts are out- 
standing. The Registrar's men then go through 
each warebouse witb these lists and check off 
tne property as found, making their reports 
that afternoon to the Registrar's office, where 
any one interested can see at a glauce whetner 
the property which the receipts cai! tor asti:! 
remains in the warehouse. The reports wii! 
also be posted on Change the following mort 


ing. 

The board's Registrar, Mr. C. H. 8. Mixar, 
Said there was not a particie of doubt that the 
new system would work aii right, and furnish 
an absolute protection against a repetition of 
Neeid’s operations. For eigbt and a half years 
the old piaa worked to the appurent satisfac- 
tion of every one on the board without a word 
of complaint as far as he knew, but there had 
to a beginning he supposed to everything, and 
Neeid found it in this matter of warehouse re- 
ceipts. As to tue number of men required by 
the new system be would not state. There are 
in the © ty some twenty-seven or twenty-eight 
firms, with about sixty houses in all, which are 
declared regular by the directory. To go 
through each house every day wul require a 
considerable force. On this point of expense, 
however, President Wright stated he did pot 
see much ovjection to the system after the 
men bad become accustomed to the work. 
They could go througb a warehouse preity 
rapidly, and would be abie to tel! at a glance 
whether property had been tampered with. He 
did not consider there was a question as to its 
feasibility. 

The action of the directory in regard to the 
inspection of lard after Jan. 1 will bave the 
effect to keep out from this market lard 
which bas been adulterated with cotton-seed 
oll, of which there is said to be quite too 
much at we present time.

BLAINE THE POPULAR MAN FOR 1888. 


The Hon. William Windom Thinks Sherman 
Should Also Be Considered, 

The Hon. Wilham Windom, of Winona, 
Minn., arrived at the Leiand Hotel yesterday 
from bome, and is en route to New York City. 

Mr. Windom had little to add in the way of 
pews from bis State aside from what has al- 
ready been published. He rejoiced over the 
defeat of Ames for Governor, but stated that 
the Scandinavian vote, usually Republi can 
was greatly divided, which caused a reduction 
in the Republican majority. The labor vote, 
he said, was large; that Ames drew largely 
from it, and that be was just the man to have 
run in New York City for Mayor and been 
elected. The pronounced Prohibiiion vote, 
was peculiariy thrown for Ames, in out-and 
out open saloon man, as against high license 
and local option advocated by the Republican 
nominee for Governor. In other words, 
be said, Probibitionists voted for open 
rather then closed saloons, As for 
the future, Mr. Windom said the 
labor party was now and will be 
an established fact, and thatethe two Natiomal 


parties will have something to ponder over be- 


tween now and 1888, although Mr. Windom did 
not exactiy believe the laborma men would 
nominate a man for President in 1888, He be- 
lieved the Republican party would adopt a 
moral plank, in the way of atemperance plank, 
in their next National platform. Toat ques- 
tion be considered the viial one for the tuiure 
also, although be did not believe in the prubi- 
b tion movement as represented by St. John. 
The tariff question is to play an important fiz- 
ure in the i:uture, but he believes free trade 
received an empbatic biow in the recent elec- 
tion. Blaine he considers the most popular 
man today for 1888, but that John Sherman 
must not de overiooked meanwhile, Allison, 
be says, sa splendid man, but be thinks be is 
little thought of at present for the Presidency. 
With a good candidate he considers the pros- 
pects for the Republican party in 1885 most 
excellent. Henry George, be believes, got the 
true and absolute support of bis party, and 
that all who voted for him are sincere beijevers 
in George’s principles. 

* What will be the effect of the Republican 
victories in other States on National issues?“ 

It will weaken tree trade, and Randali will 
ride triumphant at the nead of Democracy. 
It w li burt Cieveiand and weakea bis Admin- 
istration. The defeat of Morrison and other 
friends of Cleveland, it has been said. was due 
to the patronage at their command. I can 
understand how this might be so. The man 
with patronage is worse off than the one with- 
out it, so faras popularity is concerned,”

Philadelphia ‘Record: The question, “ What 
may women do?” is frequently met with the 
repiy, “* What may women not do?” and, so far 
es their capacity is included, the answer is 6 
very fair one.

The women who work, tor the 
most part, do eo because necessity com pels 
wem. To claim that they should stand 
to shoulder with menin the every- 
day ba. Je. for pure love of it, is claiming a-

000 in laundries, 280,000 are milliners, and 2v0,- 
900 dress makers; 60,000 work in tailor shops, 
and 690.000 are gaieswomen, teachers, tele- 
operators, bookkeepers, . typewriters, 
ete, The learned professions also have their 
of representatives of the gentier sex, 
there being no less thaa 2,500 female physicians 
in the United States.

London Lancet: When we talk of the Roman 
climate we cannot ate the theme from 
its distinctive charactetistio—the maiarial 
poison. What is this poison? Till the re 
searebes of Tommasi-Urudeli and Klebe, pub- 
lished in 1879, the most plausible answer was 
that of Dr. Léon Colin, who defined it as an 
“intoxication tellurtique an earth-poison 
generated by the surplus vegetative energy of 
an abnormally fertile sofl, whose fecundity 
Was very partially absorbed by th® scanty 
sprinkling of herbage that overspread its sur- 
face. Cultivate this soil, reader to this vege 
tative energy its appropriate pabulum, and 
you provide the antidote to malaria. Such, 
Stated with extreme brevity, was the 


of Léon Colin, embodied in a work of 
: great ability, whieh, appearing «as it 
did at the outbreak of the Franeco-German 
War, encountered a public too preoecupied to 
give it the stuayit deserved. Tommasi-Oru- 
delt combats this theory. Hedenies that the 
Roman Campegna possesses anythmg like the 
exuberant fecundity with which it bas been 
credited. Its really fertile tracts are few and 
fur between, rarely compensating the agricult- 
uriet for his labor—as, iadeed, was well 
known toaneient husbandmen. Then again, 
if the poison were gaseous, as Léon Colin's 
theory implies, the malaria-surcbarged at- 
mosphere ought to be at its maximum at noon- 
Gay, when the exbtalation from the soil is 
greatest; but, on the contrary, the lo- 
calities in which maiaria is most pronounced 
reach their maximum of danger in the morn- 
ing and evening—those periods of the day 
when the difference of temperatue between 
earth and atmosphere renders the ascernd- 
ing aerial currents most powerful and 
most apt to transport the material of 
the poiwon. That material, accoramg te 
Tommasi-Crudeli, is a li¥mg ferment, en- 
countered equally on the mountain and the 
plain. in dry soils and in humid. Ite existence 
was suspected and unecientificeally deseribed 
as long ago as the deciine of the Roman Re- 
public by the agrcuituri¢t Varro, and its 
nature and form are defined by Tommasi- 
Crudeh as a “Schizométés bacil arts.“ For 
its development it requires & temperature not 
lower than 20° C. (a moderate degree ot bi- 
micity) and the immediate contact of the at- 
mosphere with the soil it »nfects. As the ab- 
sence of a tingle one of these conditions pre- 
vents the development of the malaria, so ber- 
tain Joealities exufbit at times a natural sug- 
pension of the poison. lu winter, for exampbie, 
the fall of temperature below the required 20° 
causes a thermic suspension; the loss of the 
necessary humidity under prolonged drouth 
causes a hydraulic suspension; and the inter- 
position of sheets of water or of a thick 
matting of turf on the laying down of a pave- 
ment, by preventing the immediate contact of 
the atmosphere with the infected soil, pro 
duces an atmospheric suspension of the 
maiaria.

STRANGE DISHES THAT ARE EATEN BY 
DIFFERENT PEOPLE. 


Something for the Consideration of Epi- 
cures—People Who Feed Upon Reptiles 
—Where Dog Meat Is Considered a Lux- 
ury—Bears’ Paws, Elephants’ Feet, 
Moose-Deer’s Noses, and Odd Parts of 
Other Animals for Gourmands to Revel 
Upon. | 

Household Words: Nothing is more variabie 
than national diet, exvept it be nahonal appe- 
tite. An Italian is content with a bandfui of 
bread and grapes, while ad Bngtishman can 
devour twenty pounds of flesh a day, and a 
Tartar is mentioned by Capt. Cochrane in his 
traveis who consumed in four-and-twenty 
hours the hind quarter of a large ox, three of 
the same tribe thinking nothing of polishing 
of a reindeer at a meal. 

But even more varied than amount is kind. 
The New-Brunswickers find a special cnarm lu 
the loose nose of the moose deer. Sharks’ fins 
and fish maws, unbatohed ducks and ebickens, 
sea slugs and birds’ nests are ail prized by the 
omniverous Chinese. The Purisians eat horse- 

; and at the exhibition of 1831 a M. Brocn- 
chier] showed and sold delicious cakes, pat- 
ties, and bonbons of bulioeck's blood, rivaling 
the ‘famous marrons ¢iaces of the confiseries 
of the boulevards. This seems almost a tr. 
ump of art. In Havane the shark is oponly 
sold in the market, and the Cbinese ascribe 

Special invigorating virtues to its fins ana tail. 

The Gold Cosst negroes are all fond of sharks, 

us they are of hippopotami and alligators, and 

the Polynesians are also very fond of shark's 
fiesh quite raw. 

Uther people besides the Gold Coast negroes 
feed on and enjoy reptiles. We ourseives eat 
one of the tribe when we consume calipash and 
calipee. But though we revel in turtle, we will 
have nothing to do with the tortoise; yet half 
ine soup eaten in Italy and Sictty is made of 
the land torteies boiled down to its essence. 
In some of the West Iadia islands jund tortoises 
are in much repute; the eggs of the close tor- 
toise (testuro clauva) are beid a great delicacy 
ian North America, and Sir Waiter Raleigh fed 
his fainting men on *‘tortuggas eggs wulle 
salling up the Orinoco, 

Ia both Nortu and South America the salt 
water terrapin is a fat and iusciousluxury, and 
Its eggs are much pred. The hideous, sal 
iguana comes out better in the trial than its 
outside promises; skilifully cooked it rosem- 
bies chicken in flesh and turtie in favor. It 
ig really excellent eating; like chicken or 
rabbit, when etewed or curried; like turtie 
when dressed as turtie should be, and like hare 
when turned into soup, its small soft-snelied 
eggs being equal w itself in purity and dainti- 
ness Of flavor, Indeed, the eggs of most 
| reptiles are wonderfully appetizing, but none 
more co than those of the barmiess, bideoua, 
yet delicious igunna, uniess it be the eggs of 
the despised lund tortoise. 

Caymans and crocodiles, lizards and frogs 
are ali eaten and enjoved by certain people. 
The typical crocediie is like Veal; but some 
species have a strong flavor of musk, and some 
are hke young, juicy pork, while Others re 
sembie lobster. Others again bave a powerful 
fiehy taste, very disagreeabie. On the whole, 
therefore, croocodiie is udcertain eating, and 
not te be ventured on with rashaess. All“ 
gator is supposed to be invigorating and re- 
storative, and at Manila is sold at high prices, 
the Chinese clutohing at the dried skin, which 
they use in their awful messes of gelatinous 
soup. Alligator is likened to sucking pig, but 
ite ergs have & musty flavor. 

The French are notoriously addicted to 
frogs, Which command a nigh price in New 
York aso, where they sell the large bulifrog, 
sometimes Weigbing baif a pound, as well as 
the tender little green animal (rana eseu- 
lenta), Whose bind legs taste 80 like deli- 
cate ecbicken when served With white 
sauce in restaurants and hotels of 
Paris and Vienna. Of Course frogs do 
not escape the Chinese, who devour every- 
thing with biood and Ober: and the Hegroes 
of Surinam eat the loathsome Surinam toad. 
Monke, s are also considered goodeating in 
some countries. African epioures are never 
more charmed than when they can dine off 
a highiy seasoned, tender young monkey, 
vaked gypsy fashion in tae earth. Tue at 
read monkey, the black epider monker, and the 
howlmg monkey are all eaten by the various 
peoples among whom they are found. The 
flesh of the monkey is sald to be both nut 
tious and pleasant. ;

naturalists the edible bat. and is said to be 
white, tender, and delicate; but, for all that. 
it s & hideous beast, like a weasel, With a ten- 
ach body, covered with close and shining 
black hair, and with four-feot wings, when 
stretebed to their full extent. 

In some countries even the fox is considered 
a délicacy: in the Arctic regions, where fresh 
meat is scarce, wheo judiciously made into a 
pie, it is considered equal to any rabbit, un- 
der thé same condivons, ever bred on the 
Sussex downs. But, strange to say, the Esqui- 
mau dogs, Which will devout almost every- 
thing else, will not touch fox. Cats and dogs 
readily find purchasers und contuthers in 
China, whore they are hung up in the buteb- 
ers’ shops, toget@er with badgwers—tasting like 
wild boar—and othe? oddities of tood. 

In the South Seas, 100, a dor is a favorit dish, 
and a buppy stew is a royal teast in Zanzibar; 
but it is oniv tair to say that where a dog is 
enten it is especially fattened for the table 
ana fed only on milk and such like cleanly 
diet. The Australian native dog, Or dingo, is 
eaten by the blacks, but by ho oue else; and a 
South African will givé a cow for a good 
sed mastifil.

Tue Australlan 
kangaroo is not Much inferior to Venison, and 
kafgurou-tall soup is better than bait the 
messes Which pass in Londot vider the name 
of ox-taii soup. Hashed waliaby isa dish no one 
need disda n, and ther® 18 a small specs of 
kuogaroo as good as any bart ever cooked. 
Ab Austrahan native banquet is an odd mixt. 
uru. Kangaroos and wallaby. opossums and 
fiyihg squirreis, kangaroo rats, Wombats, and 
Dandicoota represent the pieces de resistance, 
while rats, mice, shakes, snalis, large White 
marrots, worms, and grubs form the little 
dishes and most favored @ntrees. A nice fat 
marmot is atreat—why not? They are quite 
pure teeders. 

Ine muskrat of Martinique is enten, though 
indescribatly jioathsome to a Buropéan; but 
the sleek rats of the sugat-cabe plantawonts 
make one of the most deiicate fricassees im- 
aginavie, 80 tender, plump, cleanly, and lus- 
cious are they. The Chimese are in & rat para- 
dise in California, where the rats are enor 
mousiy large, highly flavored, and very abun- 
dant, rat soup dem considered by all richt 
minded Celestials to beat ox-tall or gravy soup 
hol ow. Indlans eat the beaver, which is 
said to be like pork, and porcupine is a fine 
ravorit With the Duteb and Hortentots of te 
Cape and with the Hudson Bay trappers, and, 
indeed, With the inhabitants of all the coun- 
tries where the creature is found, the flesh 
being good and delicate, and, moreover, ao 
counted exceeding\y putritious. 

Elephaat'’s feet, pickled in strong toddy vine- 
gar and cayenne pepper, are considered in Coy- 
jon an Apician luxury. The trunk is said to ro- 
eembie buffalo’s hump; and the fat is so bigbly 
prized by the Bushmen that they will vo almost 
any distance for it. Hippopotamus fat is also 
considered a treat; when saited it is thought 
superior to our best brenkfast bacon; and the 
fiesh is both paiatablé and nutritious, the fat 
being used for all the ordinary uses of butter. 
Birds are of large importance in the supplies 
of human food, aha not only birds, but birds’ 
pests as well, at least With the Chinese, whose 
dainties are always peculiar.

of the people, young and od. Her first visit 
wes to the Asylum St. Jean de Dieu, in the 
Rue Lecourbe, for deserted and incurable 

bildren, There are about 400 in mates, blind. 

me, scrofulous, disabled in every way—be- 

ings miserable at the very birth, and doomed 
to be miserabie to the grave. She admired 
Father Gaetan as he wont among these 400 out- 
oasis and diffused the compassion which is the 
only relief they can feel. Her Majesty singled 
out for special sympathy Albert, a pour boy 
of 7, blind, pallid, scarcely alive, and at- 
tacked with a kind of veneration to Father 
Gaetan. Little Albert, placed near the 
Queen while she listened to a concert 
arranged for ber, climbed on der 
lap and whiepered, I am sure by the tone in 
which the Father speaks to you that you are a 
great lady. Teil him that I have beo good all 
the inst few days; that will please bim.“ The 
Queen listened with tears in ber eyes to the 
qnidences of this unfortubate, and then rose 
to speak a word of affection to the littie mus 
clans, who defiled before ber. The biind ones 
marohed in a loug line, the first having bis two 
bangs on the shoulders of a child not biind, 
the second with his bands on the shoulders of 
the first blind one, and soon. They knew they 
were marching before a living image of Chur! 
ty. I dave been most pleased, remarked 
the Queen to a visitor last night, to see Abbé 
Gaetan and little Albert. They are constantly 
inmy mind. Her Majesty next went to Pussy, 
to the * (Zuvre des Apprentis,” conducted by 
Abbé Roussel. The Abbé Roussel has 400 or 
50% boys in his workshops, rescued from pov- 
erty and idleness, and mostly deserted by tneir 
parents, His workshops represent all hahdi- 
crafts, and be has supplied excellent workmen 
to uli trades. lam already a grandfather,”’ 
remarked the Abbé Roussel to the Queen, who 
was puazied to know what a Catholle priest 
could mean by this phrase. The abbé added, 
much to the Queen’s amusement, I am a 
grandfatber because many of my apprentices, 
whota I ea my children, are married and bave 
children. The Queen then went to we (uvre 
du Calvaire,” an institution founded by young 
widows of station, WhO beguile the lelsure 
afforded them by premature widowhood by 
tending the most revoltlor and incurable 
maiadies. The Duéhesse d Uses is one of the 
chief founders and most zealous nurses. Even 
the Queen, with all her nerve, feit a shiver:

Philadeiphia Press: Two young REnghsh- 
women arrived m Philadelphia the other day 
who are making a trip of 6,000 miles to avoid a 
six-days’ detention in quarantine, and the 
story of their experiences is probably unique. 
They are going from Gibraltar to London by 
way of New York, a route not otten tanen 
but one whieh will be seen Was the very best 
they could choose. They were returning from 
Trieste to Eugiand after a three months 
yachting trip in the Mediterranean. The 
Anobor Line steamer Alexandria carried them 
to Gibraltar, at whion port they were to join a 
Bombay mail steamer boutd for the Sones 
Gibraltar, however, thay discovered had the 
day before their arrival there been quarantined 

t cholera. None of the passengers were 
allowed to land, and the maiis were taken from 
the steamer by means ot instruments re- 
sembiing fire-tongs Wd thoroughly smoked 
before being bandied by the post-oflice 
people, The young women Were told that 
their London steamer would not arrive for a 
week, and that Curing the interval 
reside at the quarantine station. y sub- 
mitted to the inevitable, packed their trunks, 
and said farewell to their friends on 
andria. 

What was almost a scream of consternation 
was uttered by these travelers when they were 
rowed up to guarantine etation and found 
that is consisted of a crazy old mud sow, 
roofiess, dirty, and bediess. There it lay, 
ancbored out in the middie of the sea, exposed 
to the winds of heaven, the spray from the 
billows, and any shower that chose to fall. 
Above it proudiy floated the British union 
lack, for the mud stow was placed there by 
the Bngiish Government, its sole provision for 
quarantined passengers. was no one on 
board the mud scow. It seemed bardly 
likely that any ohe could nave been found to 
live on it, for, having been in service for many 
yearé, it bad been deolared worthlese by gen- 
temen engaged in the mud-trapsportation 
business. The diegusted travelers learned that 
if they went to live in the scow food would be 
br Ought out to them dally by boatmen, but 
all the housework must be done by thetiseives. 
The cost of living would exceed the tariff ot 
the best London hotel. Residence in the mud 
sow locked as though it meant death from 
exposure, “if that boat isn’t fit to oarry 
mud,“ remarked the young women, “it cer 
tainly fen’t fit for us.“ Thea they ordered the 
sallors to row them back to me Alexandria, 
A few bours later that steamer was on ite way 
to New York, taking with it the London-bound 
passengers. They spent their days on thé 
transatiantic trip composing a plaintive letter 
to the London Times, reciting the sireum- 
stances of the quarantine outrage. 

At New York auochor trouble awaited them.

WICKED GREAT BRITAIN. 


An Astotnding State of Affairs in Her Maj- 
esty’s Kingdom, 

New York Times: A eingular and significant 
exbibit of the march of immorality i the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain is made in a 
recent number of the Pail Mail Gazetle by 
means of a series of diagrams, in which tne 
record of twenty-odd years is placed before 
the ese in one glaace, and it is not à record 
which ean be contemplated by ehuirchwen or 
philanthropists without sadness. Siice 186) 
the apprehensions for drunkenness and on 
charges of drunk and disorderiy,” which 
were reported in that year at 62,106 in Engiand 
and Wales, have steadily increased until in 
1864 they numbered 196,274. Had the in- 
crease only kept pace with the erowth of 
the population the figures for 1684 sbouid 
have been about 105,000, so that the rapid 
stride made by this kindof offenses against 
law and decency ie paipabiy due to a lowering 
of the moral ocbaracter of the community. As 
bearing On the same geaeral subject, and 
presenting an astounding condition of affai 
tie figures Of me nation’s drink bill are even 
more significant, Ih 1861 the citizens of the 
United paid for drinks nearly 498. 
000 000, or $475,000,000. They sbouid have puid 
in 1876, according to the ratio of the increase 
of population, about £107,000,000, but they dia 
pay the astonishing sum of heariy £148,000, 000. 
Some hope for the temperance people may be 
gathered from the tact that the bill since 1876 
has decreased to £126, 000 in 1883, but this 
will be rewarded as cold comfort when it is 
considered that the natural increase according 
to ‘population should have made the sum paid 
for liquors in that year but about £107,000, 000. 
The recora of the divorcee ecurts shows aiso 
the stegdy demorat ation of her Majesty's 
subjects. in 1861 but 263 petitions for divorce 
were filed in England and Wales. In 1884 the 
number bad risen to 703, though the normal 
increase, according to population, should have 
brought it up to only 340. With tne growth 
of immorality the passion for self-destruction 
bas also grown naturally, and while but 1.583 
attempts at suicide, successful and unsuccess- 
ful, were reported in 1861, the number had 
swollen to $3,212 in 1884.

As bis death 
ended these speculations, other Princes 
found occasion to tour round by Copenbagen 
and bave a look at the stylish ana vivacious 
girl who was the last left of the renowned 
Danish trio of sisters. Among these Visitants 
was the luckless Prince Imperial, who perhaps 
thought that with one brother-in-law as beir to 
the throne of Russia and another Prince of 
Wales there was an alliance suitable indeed for 
the would-be Emperor of France; for, if mat- 
ters turned out favorabiy, any little difference 
in religion would count ab nothing in the 
lady’s family. However, when Crown Princes 
rap so scarce that there were oaoly two ex-ones 
to choose from, both out of favor with Prince 
Bismarck, and neither having much chance of 
ascending a throne, the balance was struck in 
favor of the richest, and Princess Thyra 
espoused the Hanoverian claimant. Were 
Queen Victoria chilaless this couple would 
stand next for the English crown, but as ber 
Majesty is biessed at present with more than 
forty living descendante, great and small, 
nothing short of an earthquake could possibly 
clear the way to the succession for the Cum- 
derlands. 


The King of the Hellenes, his wife, and bis 
family are spending a fortnight in Paris, and 
are doing the city very thoroughly. His Maj- 
esty met with a rather amusing adventure the 
other day. In tne course of bis peregrinatons 
around the Capital for the purpose of sigut- 
seeing be stroiled into the Central markets, 
and was engaged in watching the sale of the 
fruit and flowers there displayed. He was 
suddeniy identified by somebody, and the news 
that a real live monarch was in their vicinity 
9 like wildfire amoug the market women

attached it to the buttonbole of the King. 
Hits Majesty emilingiy accepted the floral offer- 
ing. and. after acknowledging bis thanks, con- 
tinued his inspection of the ‘markets. 

The Queen of Roumania, who published a 
book on ber beloved Rhine under the nom de 
plume of Carmen Sylva, is a daughter of the 
Prince von Wied, and of course ea reiative of 
Kaiser Wilbelm, since ber mother is his niece. 
The Prince is what is calied rich in Germany, 
and be lives in an old-fashioned schloss on the 
Rhine at Neuwied. The town is as still as a 
city of the dead, except at the steamboat pier, 
and is remarkable for the everlasting odor of 
chicory steaming out of its factories and the 
settlement of Moravians in the piace.

THE NAVAJO INDIANS. 


Showing the Remarkable Effects of a Vig- 
orous Policy. 

Letter in New York Times: Twenty-five 
years ago the Navajo was as troublesome an 
Indian as the country bela. He was by nature 
a bully and marauder, and as far back as the 
history of New Mexico extends figured as a 
rampant and intractable enemy to civilization, 
going on raids with amazing regularity, and 
whooping up things on the Rio Grande when- 
ever he felt disposed. The lamented Gen. 
Canby, who beileved in soft suas on and soap, 
tried the red-bianket policy on this tribe with 
the dismal resuitof doubling the number of 
Gepredations. Canby’s iden of settime 
troubles was to invite the head chiefs to Santa 
MW. barapgue them mildiy on the error of 
their ways, promise to send them more mis- 
sionaries, and load them up with blankes. 
beads, and provisions galore, accepting in re- 
tuen their word of bonor that the tonsorial ex- 
perts of the band should de deid in check. 
The simpie-hearted Navajos soon learned that 
every raid meant a new treaty and fresh 
biankets, and went into the business with 
a painstaking enthusiasm which made 
the good General's heart very sad. In 1861 
another ollicer relieyed Canby. He called the 
chiefe together, toid them he wanted no treat- 
jes, but did want the raids to come to an 
abrupt close; that if news of another depreda- 
tion reached bis ears be would light a war on 
their heads they would never forget. Neither 
red biankets nor Government beans accom- 
panied this announcement, and the astonished 
chiefs returned to their iastnesses to think 
matters over. A raid seon followed to test the 
question, and in response Gen. Carieton turned 
Kit Carson loose with several thousand Cali- 
fornian and New-Mexican volunteers, with 
the simple instruction to destroy all these 
Indians found off the reservation at Bosque 
Redondo, together with their herds, villages, 
crops, and orcbards.’’ Kit Carson was the 
man of men to carry out these instructions to 
the letter; the Navajos were pursued to the 
bitter end, lost nearly halt their number by 
war, starvation, aod exposure, had their ac- 
cumulaced wealth scattered to the four winds, 
and were lad to make yncondivional surren- 
der and settle down where the Government 
directed, 

Ry this one stroke the Navajo question was 
settied. In twenty years they bave multiplied 
rapidly, bave watched their flocks and tilled 
their fields, and in oot one _justance have they 
gone upon a raid, or committed the slightest 
depredation. Mariano, the bead chief, told me 
m an interview at Wingate that his peopie 
recognized the overwbeiming power of our 
Government, and thie fact that peace and 
plenty were better than war and destruction. 
The Navajos bave now about 16,000 acres 
under cuitivation, and nearly ail fenced, rais- 
mg 180,000 busbeils of corn for their own sup- 
port. «They own 75,000 horses, 1,000 mules, 
1.500, 000 sheep, and numerous fowls, goats, 
burros, or donkeys, etc. They weave, and the 
work of their looms is of marvelous beauty 
and streneth. They bave almost trebled in 
numbers since their surrender, and are now 
entireiy self-supporting. For a community of 
21.000 souls this is certainly a fair showing, 
and is the direct result of first, a sound thrasb- 
ing and complete subjugamon, and second, 
carefui care under military control. For years, 
while the late Maj. William Redwood Price of 
the Bighth Cavalry was at Wingate, be was 
referce on all points of dispuce among the 
Navajos, who called him Capt. Chico ( Little 
Captain "’), and respected bis opinion and coun- 
sel above all. If these Indians bad been tam- 
pered with by a foolish peace policy, and de- 
livered into the hands of a pious and trugal 
agent with a cupacious pocket there is a strong 
probability that they would still keep the 
hatchet above ground. 


CONCERNING METEORS. 


The Sum of Human Knowledge of These 
Mysterious Bodies. 

1. The luminous meteor tracks are in the 
upper part of the earth’s atmosphere. Few, 
if any, appear at a hight greater than 100 
miles, and few are seen below a hight of 
thirty miles from the earth’s surface, except 
in rare cases where stones and irons fall to 
the: ground. All these meteor tracks are 
caused by bodies which come into the air from 
witbout. 

2. ‘The velocities of the meteors in the air 
are comparable with that of the earth in its 
orbit about the sun. It is not easy to deter- 
mine the exact vaiues of those velocities, yet 
they may be rougbly stated as from 50 to 250 
times the velocity of sound in the air or ofa 
cannon-ball. 

Z. It is a necessary consequence of these 
velocities that the meteors move about the sun 
and not about the earth as the coutrolling 
bod 

4. There are tour comets related to four 
periodic star-showers that come on the dates 
April 20, Aug. 10, Nov. 14. and Nov. 27. The 
meteoroids which bave given us any one of 
these star-sbowers constitute a group each in- 
cividual of which moves in a path which is 
like that of tne corresponding comet. The 
bodies are, however, now too far from one 
another to influence appreciably each other's 
motions. 

5. The ordinary shooting stars in their ap- 
pearance and phenomena do not differ essen- 
tially from the individuais in star-showers. 

6. The meteorites of different falis differ 
from One another in their chemical composi- 
tion. in their mineral forms, and in their ten- 
acity. Yet through all these differences they 
have peculiar common properties which dis- 
tinguish them entirely from all terrestrial 
rocks, 

7. The most deliagte researches have failed 
to detect any tra tk organic life in mete 
orites.

DISHONESTY EPIDEMIC. 


IT APPEARS TO BE AFFECTING ALL 
CLASSES OF EMPLOYES. 


The Disease Spreading with Alarming Ra- 
pidity—A Defalcation by a “ Trustwor- 
thy” Person No Longer a Matter to 
gecasion Surprise — Prevention Better 
than Cure—An Insurance Against Pee- 
ulation for the Benefit of Employers—A 
Sketch of the Scheme. 

** Dishonesty is epidemic,” said a prominent 
merchant to a reporter for THe TRisune the 
other day, “and it is not confined to the em- 
ployé on starvation wages, either. It is a 
disease which bas attacked the high-salaried 
man as well as the low, and one of the most as- 
tonishing features in connection with it is the 
fact that in ninety-nine cases out of 100 only 
the most trustworthy are affected. The dis- 
ease is spreading with such alarming rapidity 
that it is no longer the case that we throw up 
our bands in astonishment and dismay when 
we bear of some one standing high in the 
community turning defaulter and fleeing 
to Canada. We simolf look upon it 
as a matter of course, and straizhtway 
begin to wonder whose turn it will be next; 
and the turn soon comes, for we scarcely forget 
one defaulter until we have another io talk 
about. 

„Prevention is better than cure,” continued 
the merchant, or, if I may be permitted to 
do a little paraphrasing, I would say, protec- 
tion is as good as cure, and I bave an idea that 
I look upon as practical, and believe will com- 
mend itself. It wil) not, of course, prevent 


dishonesty, but it will also afford a measure 
ot protection to the bosts:of dishonest em- 
ployés. My idea is to form an association 
operating similariy to the mercantile agen- 
cies with reference tothe employing class, 
and possessing all the features of an insurance 
company in its relation to the vast army of the 
employed, with this vital distinction, of course, 
that the policy would be payable to the man 
who suffered at the bands of a dishonest em- 
ployé. As members or policyholders in the 
association I wouid bave every man and woman 
in the country whose occupation necessftates 
the handling of money be'ouging to other 
people, which would include the cashiers in 
every line of business, bookkeepers, confi- 
dential clerks, collectors, salesmen, treas- 
urers of societies, bank presidents, 
financial agents, etc. primary 
qualification for membership would be 
simple ability to pay the fees, although known 
thieves and suspicious characters would be re- 
jected. The fees would be graded in propor- 
tion to the amount of the policy. Take the 
case of a man bold a position where be 
could steal $100,000 before detected. That 
would imply a very responsible post, and m 
the vast majority of instances a commensu- 
rate salary. Nov, to give an indemnifying 
bond to his employers for the amount—and 
the policies would be in the nature of bonds— 
the sum of $100 per annum might be demanded. 
This is mere detail, bowever, and is simply 
mentioned by way of illustration. 

The subscribers to the association would in- 
clude the employing ciass, and the information 
furnisbed from time to time would refer solely 
to the standing of their employés upon the 
books of the cogcern. The oashier. or confi- 
dential man, having paid up bis dues on bis 
$100,000 policy, the employer would be so in- 
formed. On the other band, if the employé 
neglected or refused to pay his dues and thus 
failed to keep his policy alive, he would have 
no one to blame but himself if he were started 
adrift in search of a new situation. With the 
association once in operation, all losses result- 
ing from the dishonesty of policy-boiding em- 
ployés would be promptly paid and the mer 
cbant placed beyond the mercy of the unscru- 
puious. 

“Tne association should be formed with 
ample capital, although not as much would 
be required as is the case with fire and life 
insurance companies, I know that a great 
deal cun be said against such an association, 
but at the same time much can be said m 
favor of it. Insurance against fire is simply 
insurance against loss, and nobody ever heard 
of the insurance on a building preventing a 
fire. Insurance against dishonesty wouldn't 
prevent dishonesty, but it would be a very 
comfortable and pleasing sensation to know 
you did not stand to lose anything 
if your most trusted clerk turned up some 
morning a heavy defaulter. The scheme isn’t 
placing a premium upon dishonesty any more 
than fire-insurance places a premium upon 
incendiarism or life-iusurance a premium 
upon murder, yet these arguments were used 
against both in the early days of their history. 
I will admit that it is a sad reflection upon the 
morality of the times that the necessity 
fer an association of the kind actually 
exists, but just so long a8 our young 
men continue to lere beyond their 
means, indulge their love for speculation 
with other peonie’s money, and patronize 
the pool-rooms, just so long will it be possibile 
for ao association of the kind I have indicated 
to find that it can flourish. It would be a moner- 
making institution, too, and 1 don't think the 
men to embark in it would experience much 
difficulty in extending the membersbip. Every 
employer in the country would be obviously 
interested in having his emplorés become 
members, and a bare bint to that effect would 
bring about the desired result. After a time 
membership would be looked upon as a sine 
qua non to the retennuon of a piace, and thou- 
sands would be driven to take out policies in 
sheer self-protection. 

“Yes, the objection of possible collusion be- 
tween theemployer and employé is a very 
proper one, but the man doing a business of 
$10,000 per year isn’t likely to have $20,000 
stolen from him, which means that no poliey 
would be paid without investigation, and im no 
instance would more than the actual loss be 
covered. Now the whole subject bas been 
talked over somewhat, and you need not be 
greatly surprised if the Illinois State Indemni- 
fying Association becomes a regularly incor- 
porated company before the close ot the pres- 
ent year. One of the first effects of its incor- 
poration will be to do away with a man just 
elected to office bunting a bondsman, and save 
the men of property from being constantly im- 
portuned to sign this, that, and t’other bond. 
I tell you it bas a bright future before it, and 
the men who take bold of it are sure to realize 
fortunes.”’

With bis 
cousin, also a County Limerick Burke, he 
went to Belmont and worked on the farms in 
the neighborbood. Here he grew to manbood, 
was married, and followed tne good old plan of 
pearing a famils—three stout boys and a girl. 

“I was always A wild young fellow.“ said the 
old man, chuckling, but I pever lied, never 
lied; I could ses that it puid. [drank my 
tuddy, Iamoked my pipe, and perhaps did 
other things, but I never lied; no, sir.“ 

Without questionmg his truthrulness one 
oan assume that he was a wild young fellow. 
He tells of surreptitious trips to New York, to 
Philadelphia, and Allentown, in the old days 
of coaches, periwigs, slaves, and ower delight- 
ful things of the old civilization. When he 
was 58 years of aye, still a sturdy young fellow, 
bearded and straight, his wife was dead, his 
ebiidren were married, and ne felt himself 
some wust alone. After sbort deliberation be 
packed up what goods the gods bad provided 
and took coach to Buffalo, and thence 
ioliowed the old water route to Chi- 
cago. Chicago was then a rugged village, 
running chiefly to barracks, a church, 
and taverns. The old man, from the depths of 
bis sleeping memory, fishes out now and again 
the reminiscence of one of the first nights be 
spent in Chicago, when Mark Beaubien 
scraped tne fiddle and he sang to the tumultu- 
ous admiration of half Chicago. Doubtless, in 
recognition of this feat, he was appointed 
watchman, the first of the genus Chicago had. 
He tramped about the lake shore, crossed the 
river, frightened the budding generation, and 
was bappy. Afterward be was made one of 
the pier watchmen, and for some years bas 
doue nothing at all. Four years ago his little 
savings ran out, and be was received into the 
bome. Although there seems to be no reason 
to expect that be will not equal bis grand- 
father’s record, be bas lost much of his former 
vigor in the last few years. His memory, as 
has been said, is broken, and the facts given 
above were only elicited after tedious ques- 
tioning. His mind wanders at every moment, 
and, like the fat knight, a babbles o' green 
fields.””

At that time his 
memory was strong and fresh, and the 
doctor was satisfied from the story he tola, 
the names and daies be gave, that he bad not 
in the least exaggerated his age.
